tained in a certain Act, passed in the Parliament of Ireland 
in the twenty-first and twenty-second years of His present Majesty’s 
Reign, intituled, » An Act to promote Trade and Manufactures, by 
“ regulating and encouraging Partnerships j " and in one other Act, 
jiassed also in the said Parliament of in the twenty-sixth year 
of His present Majesty’s Reign, intituled, « Au Act for the more 
eflectually promoting Partnerships in Trade, by amending the Laws 
respecting the same,” have in general been found useful and bene- 
ficial in Ireland', and by certain Amendments and Variations, sug- 
gested by experience, would tend materially to promote the Employ- 
ment of the Poor in the Fisheries, Trade and Manufactures of that 
part of the United Kingdom ; and for such purpose it is expedient to 
reduce into one Act, the Provisions contained in said two recited 
Acts, amended and varied as aforesaid;
